Native paper is mannfaoured out of the bark of 
a tree called * tow koi.” The process of mana. 
facturo ia simple, The smaller branches of tho 
treo aro cut and steeped in water for two or thrao 
days, Tho-bark is then strippad off, and brought 
in bandlas and sold to persons who make the 

| paper. The bundles of bark are pat.in water for 


} two or thr +o days by tho papor-makor, and having” 


been clennsod from dirt, are taken out and steam- 
ed over a slow firo for two days, a little clean 
stone lime being sprinkled through the bark. 
Tt ia then stepod_ in’ water in earthea jars, and 
more lime ia added, Aftor a fow days it is takon 
out of the jars, and having boon woll washed 
from tho limo, it is beaten with a wooden mallet 
until it beconies a mass of soft. pulp. A frame 
of netting, abant 64 feat long, and of width vary- 
ing from 18 to § inches, is sof afloat iu water, 
and, the pulp baying first beon again mixed up in 
water, is skilfally poured out on to the frame so 
as to be equally distributed over it,. Tho frame 
ja then, Lifted ont of the water, and a amall 
wonden roller is ron over the sarfaco of the pulp. 
By this procoss the woter is squeezed out ond 
the pulp pressed together, The frame with the 
palp on it is then ast to dry in the sun. In course 
of some ton-hours-it-is- qnite dry, and the shoot 
of paper oan thon be litted off the frame: It 
now only remains to smooth the surfaow, This 
ia done by applyiag.a thin paste of riceflour’ to 
the sarface, and thea rubbing it down with a 
amooth stone. A: black paper, which is written 
on with a slate poncil, is made by colouring the 
surface with o mixture of charcoal, ‘he indas- 
try is burthoned ‘by s heavy-tax, varying from 7 
por cont, on tha best quality of paper to 100 per. 
cent. on the commoner ‘sorts. No wonder the 
rannufacture doos not extond when it has to con- 
tond with so hoavy a tax.

- My uncle, an 
opiim smoker, chilled withodld, hands and fect, 
qnity incapublo of clinging further to tho keal of 
thooapsizad boat, at about 8 am, in the morning, 
diwwoed himsalf. I was almost mad myaalf, and 
just as TE was goiny to give ap all hopaa T saw, 
at a distance, tha smoke of.a steamer comlag in 
my dirastion. ,E thanked God. The stesmer 
was sleering towards the direction the tida was 
taking mo, and I was oventnally picked up.”
